The following is Sir Witttam Gore Ovsetry’s 
speech on presenting his credentials to the Presi- 
dent of ‘Nicaragua: 

The Queen, my august Sovereign, has graciously 
confided to me the agreeable daty of cementing tne 
good feeling, and of making known the sentiments of 
friendly interests that have alwavs animated Great 
Britain towards the State that your Excellency so 
: worthily presides over, concluding a treaty which, it 

is calculated, will produce the best effect. 

It has always been for me a pleasure and a duty to 
contribute to such an object; but I use all my efforts:

terests of humanity and policy call me to take a deci- 
sive step on behalf of the civilized and. commercial 
nations in defence of this and the neighboring repub- 
lics against the attack of pirates, of men without law.

Should she do 80, it. seems to be beyond a 
question that Narozszon III. will push the mat- 
ter to an issue, with the aid of Sardinia, 
and the countenance of one at least amorig 
the great Powers. A war conducted by Franca 
against Austria in such circumstances can 
hardly fail to benefit the interests of humanity 
everywhere. The reserve of England will 
impose all necessary restraint upon any new 
territorial expansion of the French Empire, 
were any such expansion a part of the Im- 
perial policy. The necessity of nourishing the 
resources of France will give a new impulse 
to the commercial policy of the Emperor, and 
this country in particular can only fail through 
some gross stupidity on the part of our repre- 
sentatives, to effect a new development of in- 
tercourse with France in the event of such a 
conflict. The well-known desire uf Naro.zon 
III, to lead an army in person—a desire prob- 
ably ‘inflamed’ rather than appeased. by the 
fact that the fall.of Sebastopol was really 
brought about at last by the adoption of 
his ‘own ‘plans of attack—could hardly 
be more safely gratified than by a 
campaign in the plains of Lombardy; and how, 
ever long the collision may be delayed by the 
intrigues of diplomacy and the subterfuges of 
policy, it would now appear to be definitely 
established that. England and Prussia have 
adopted a course of conduct tending to drift 
Austria steadily and rapidly into a war much 
more important to Europe and the world in its 
final consequences than the great duel of the 
Allies with Russia ‘over the prosttaje body of 
the Ottoman Empire.

He has twice returned to Mexi- 
co. On the first occasion he went in for mak- 
ing his “ beloved eountry” .s model republic, 
containing one republican, in the person of the 
President, and an entire population of slaves ta 
| the will of the solitary republican aforesaid. 

On the second occasion he changed his desig- 
nations, but not bis tactics. Everybody was 
to be republican except the President, who 
was to be Dictator, with fall power to en- 
force the obedience .of the republicans. In- 
deed, the Dictatorship was to have been only a 
stepping-stone to the imperial dignity. . Sawra 
Anna desired to imitate Lovis Naronson of 
France, and, had he been let alone, he’ would 
undoubtedly have imitated Fausrix Sovtovqus 
of Hayti. Beyond these silly and always dis- 
concerted plans, Santa Anna never did any- 
thing worth mentioning for Mexico. ‘On the 
strength of his having lost a limb in her ser- 
vice, a privation which, had it occurred to a 
privaie inthe Mexican army, would doubtless 
have been kept in complete privacy, Sawra 
Anna has made the most of it that ever was 
made by a joss of the kind.

claimed, it was refused, on the ground that a 
husband could have no insurable property in- 
terest in the life of his wife, and that such a 
policy, therefore, was a mere be¢—a gambling 
transaction, and as such illegal and void. The 
case is still pending in the Superior Court. __. 

We have no intention of discussing . the 
point of law which is invelved—as that re- 
mains to be decided by the Court: But we 
can have no hesitation in directing attention 
te the flagrant bad faith of a Company which 
will set up such a defence, and refuse payment 
of 2 policy upon which they have been receiv- 
ing the premiums for a series Of years. It is 
quite possible that all insurance of life is, in 
its nature, a mere bet :—it would certainly be 
difficult to point out any fundamental . differ- 
ence of principle between.staking money upon 
the duration of life and staking it upon any 
other contingent and wholly. uncertain event. 
But the Company must have kaown all this 
when they entered upon. the business. They 
knew all about this particular case when they 
took the policy, and agreed to pay it whenever 
the event should occur on which its payment 
was made to depend. And the fact that they 
had continued for a series of years to receive 
the premiums due upon it,—without intimating 
any flaw in the contractor any unwillingness 
to abide by their agreement in the matter, is 
conclusive against the righifulneas of their 
final refusal to pay. 

Insurance:‘Companies of all kinds are very 
largely dependent upon the general confidence 
of the community for their prosperity. No 
one will insure ina company Where the con- 
tingencies of the law are to be added to the 
contingency of death, as a preliminary to pay- 
ment. And it is, therefore,a matter of the 


first necessity that every Company should be | 


in the hands of honorable men, who will deal 
with those who hold their policies in a frank 
and manly-spirit, instead of falling back upon 
legal technicalities to escape the fulfillment of 
moral obligations. If insuring life is, as this 
Company contends, equivalent to betting, the 
managers should behave as well as other gam- 
blers, and promptly pay their debts of honor.
